“Forty years in the Himalayas is much too 
hort a time to learn all one desires,” com- 
nents Dr. Fleming.-‘‘There you'll find higher 
nountains and deeper valleys than other 
laces of the world. The terrain, from 300 to 
9,000 feet gives rise to an enormous variety 
of plant and animal life. The wet, warm and 
‘ool seasons present an ever-fascinating and 
‘aried panorama of interests. Since 1950, 
Nepal has been discovered anew by many 
Oreigners including anthropologists, geolo- 
sists, educators, Peace Corpsmen, Ambassa- 
lors, photographers —- an endless stream of 
yeople with varied interests and approaches, 
ill dedicated in their commendable enthusi- 
ism. My advice is ‘‘Go see Nepal for yourself!”’ 

Dr. Fleming, a native of Michigan, was as- 
igned to the Himalayan mountains, Wood- 
tock School, Mussoorie, U. P., India from 
1928 to 1953 and has resided in Kathmandu 
ince then. He has contributed 4000 bird 
pecimens to the Field Museum of which he 
s a Field Associate. His “Birds of Nepal (With 
ceferences to Kashmir and Sikkim)” is illus- 
rated with 150 colored plates and was pub- 
ished by the Vakil Press, Bombay.
